Rather than face trial r.s a war

this reporter that the disease pro- 
cess in the fronal lobes had been 
going on "for years," and he add- 
ed:

Wage Earner in Spain 
Can't Afford Many of 
the Necessities There 


By DEWITT MACKENZIE 
AP World Traveler 
Madrid. Jan. 18 — Spain's high 


cost, of living — like that of other 
..countries — puts the wage earner 
'rather in the position of the small 
boy who can't reach the jam on 
the -pantry shelf. 


The average pay of the laboring 


man is from a dollar to SI.35 a 
uuy. jfcven skilled labor .as a whole 
gets the latter figure, and as much 
as SI .75 is exceptional. 


Naturally the cost of necessities 


isii t on speaking terms with such 
wages, or anything like them. The 
worker has to resort to the black 
market for many of his necessi- 
ties and the prices are five times 
those fixed by the government for 
rationing. The result is that the 
person of small means can't buy 


. meat, sugar, eggs, butter or other 
i simitar items in :the food line, and 


is equally hard hit when it comes 
to clothing. 


It doesn't take an expert account- 


tant to figure out .that it calls for a

nappy coincidence of some young 
and mischievous men 
who dis- 


played an opportune knack 
for 


ampoonine 
themselves, 
their 
bosses nnd war in a genial 
and 
patriotic way. 


When this war came along, how- 


ever, the Communists 
and 
lhe 
pinks first promoted a great ex- 
pansion of such journalism 
and 
then contrived to plant themselves 
in the publications, as data in army 
intelligence has positively noted. 
Failing (hat, they got jobs in press 
relations and various headquarters 
and the Communists were diligent 
to be good soldiers in the sense of 
not courting charges. Their pur- 
pose was to sit out the war without 
bf>ng killed or hurt rind to acquire 
an the information and influence 
•hoy could for use in the future, 
the present time is of that future. 


An this doubtless will be devel- 


oped in some phase of impending 
investigations and scandals. It was 
a nasty conspiracy and cycnical al- 
most beyond belief.

py army journalism, under privi- 
lege, arc worse than most of us, 
and that term includes high staff 
officers, have realized. 


Under "freedom of the press " 


this journalism has a right to cm- 
ploy the most vicious oi the gul- 
tersmpe gossips as 
"correspond- 


ents 
and 
'columnists," with 
a 


iignt to express their opinions and 
publish the filthiest and most dis- 
ruptive rumors about all superiors 
irom corporals to the secretary of 
war. Under such franchise, these
